Note that 1386 has always been from 
Kaliningrad, or at least since 1953, so anyone 
who has a QSL endorsed "Kaunas" will have 
to scratch it as a QSL for Lithuania.

TURKS AND CAICOS ISLANDS: In an 
interview with Buddy Tucker in Florida, I 
learned the following about Caribbean 
Christian Radio. He is manager of CCR, and 
is based in DeLand, Florida. There are two U. 
S. people on site, including Jerry Kifer who 
was, with Tucker, one of the original people 
involved with the Atlantic Beacon. The new 
station is not related to the Christian station 
WYND-1310 in DeLand, except that Tucker is 
General Manager of both, and CCR’s 800 
number rings at the WYND studio. CCR is 
not the old Atlantic Beacon facility. It is on 
Grand Turk, and the old beacon was on South 
Turk. He indicated that the Atlantic Beacon’s 
facilities have fallen into disrepair. Tucker 
has been involved in many Christian 
broadcasting ventures in the Caribbean, 
including starting Caribbean and Atlantic 
Beacon. The new CCR facilities are 50,000 
watts, directional toward Jamaica, but heard 
in Europe and elsewhere. QSL cards and 
bumper stickers are available by writing to 
Caribbean Christian Radio, Box 3, DeLand FL 
32721, Se far, they have received no 
complaints from KDKA. For the complete 
interview, tune into HCJB's “DX Party Line” 
some time in the coming weeks.

estion about directional antennas, and how it might be possible for 2 stations to 
share antenna towers while getting 2 different patterns out of them. I was remi- 
nded of a discussion, in some panic I might add, with a pro-temps CE at WHWH Prin- 
ceton, NJ a few years back. I was baby sitting the transmitter one veekend and he 
had just come back to the transmitter building with all kinds of data that sugges- 
ted we weren't protecting Norfolk, York or Norwaik from our 5000 watts on 1350khz. 
(Turned out his data was wrong, but at least I got a atery out of him!) He showed 
me a set of possible coverage patterns using only a 2 tower array. The patterns 
ranged from a figure 8 going E-W to a figure @ going N-S. dust about everything 
in between was shown in his Engineering HAndbook, too! All you have to do is run 
more or less cable (significant parts of a wavelength) to one tover than to the 
other and then adjust the amount of wattage going to each. I have some details if 
anyone is really interested. In fact, spacing between the towers is several wave- 
lengths (our wavelength at 1350 vas 712 feet so it would take a large property) we 
could set up a pattern that, from the afr, would look like a daisy petal! The 
reason stations use more than 2 towers is to get wildly nonsymmetrical patterns or 
very narrow beams of coverage. So the question might be asked if 2 stations on 
different frequencies using the same towere could possibly have the same patterns! 
T may sound like I know more than I really do, but at least I was able to peel the 
acting CE off the wall that day, We had a faulty field strength meter and its cal- 
ibration vas wondering ati over the dial, so you folks in VA, PA & CT can rest easy 
knowing the good folks in NJ were watching out for yout (good point, John, take 
look at WWCO & WOQW Waterbury, CT, WWCO is non directional with a 5/éths wave to- 


wer where WOOW is using the WWCO tover which is center to 2 1/4 wave towers for 
the WoW DA! One big tower, 2 1ittte jobs on the ends.-DwS)

NELL, MARK CONNELLY & NEIL KAZAROSS indicate over 90 countries heard! To continue 
from the previous MUSE, here are a few additional notes on the trip. It was inter 
esting to hear local traffic reports on VOCN-590, featuring moose warnings, giving 
the latest locations of sightings, heard during a mid-day pizza run. We only had 
time for one good meal a day if you could call it that. 1 think it vas the rental 
car agent that described the moose population as one moose for every 5 people in 
WELD. MARK's noise reducting transformers helped immensely. House noise hampered 
our DX efforts on the first night, so it was urgent that noise-reducing be instal- 
led as a part of the next days work. Jean operated his R71 on a deep cycle batt- 
ery for much of the time. and sometimes I switched the ICF2010 to batteries to 
further reduce the noise. Faroe Islands-531 came in surprisingly strong at sign- 
on, even on the $ beverages. However, Island, which located just W of the Faroes, 
remained an elusive target. JEAN had mentioned earlier that Iceland would be dif- 
ficult. NEIL had an interesting concept for terminating the beverages, instead of 
connecting the terminating resistor directly to the ground, the resistor was con— 
nected to another 100-200 feet of wire which was extended as a ‘continuation’ of 
the beverage. This was to improve nulling. However, beacuse TAs were so strong 
even during the daylight hours, it wae hard to ascertain the results! Even so, 
NEIL & MARK were able to achieve nulling of Spain with phasing to pick up some 
interesting DX.
